RESOLUTION DECLARING COOK COUNTY A 
“FAIR AND EQUAL COUNTY FOR IMMIGRANTS” 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook is a home rule unit of local 
government pursuant to Article VII, Section 6(a) of the 1970 Illinois 
Constitution; and 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that except as provided 
below or when otherwise required by law, no Cook County bureau, 
office, department, employee, or other Cook County agency or agent 
shall condition the provision of Cook County benefits, opportunities, or 
services on matters related to citizenship or immigrant status; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that it shall be the policy of the Cook 
County Sheriffs Office not to assist in the investigation of the 
citizenship or immigrant status of any person unless such inquiry or 
investigation is (a) integrally related to an investigation by the Cook 
County Sheriffs Office regarding a matter other than the individual’s 
citizenship or immigrant status, such as criminal smuggling and 
harboring of immigrants, or other crimes that have as an element of the 
crime the illegality of a person’s presence, or (b) as otherwise required 
by law. The Cook County Sheriffs Office shall not make inquiries into 
immigration status for the sole purpose of determining whether an 
individual has violated the civil immigration laws; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that except when otherwise required 
by law, no Cook County bureau, office, department, or employee or 
other Cook County agency or agent shall disclose information regarding 
the citizenship or immigrant status of any person unless required to do so 
by law or such disclosure has been authorized in writing by the 
individual to whom such information pertains, or if such individual is a 
minor or is otherwise not legally competent, by such individual’s parent 
or guardian; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Cook County Bureau of 
Health Services (“CCBH") shall not condition the provision of health 
benefits, opportunities, or services on matters related to citizenship or 
immigrant status, but may, in the course of determining eligibility for 
benefits or seeking reimbursement from state, federal, or other third party 
payers, inquire about immigrant status for the sole purpose of such a 
determination or receipt of reimbursement from said sources and, to such 
extent as the disclosure of such information is related to such a 
determination or receipt of reimbursement, the provisions of this 
Resolution and any subsequent ordinance do not apply to the CCBH; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that except when otherwise required 
by law, where presentation of an Illinois driver’s license or identification 
card is accepted as adequate evidence of identity, presentation of a photo 
identity document issued by the person’s nation of origin, such as a 
driver’s license, passport, or matricula consular (consulate-issued 
document) shall be accepted and shall not subject the person to a higher 
level of scrutiny or different treatment than if the person had provided an 
Illinois driver's license or identification card except that this provision 
does not apply to the completion of the federally mandated 1-9 forms 
provided, however, that a request for translation of such document to 
English shall not be deemed a violation of any provision of this 
Resolution and any subsequent ordinance; and 
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BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that this Resolution does not create or 
form the basis for liability on the part of the County, its agents, or 
agencies. The exclusive remedy for violation of this Resolution shall be 
through the County's disciplinary procedures for officers and employees 
under regulations including, but not limited to, County personnel rules, 
union contracts, civil service commission rules, or any other agency rules 
and/or regulations. Any person alleging a violation of this Resolution 
shall forward a complaint to the Cook County Office of the Inspector 
General (‘inspector General'’) who shall process it in accordance with 
the complaint-processing procedures established in the Cook County 
Code (Vol. I, Ch. 2, Art. IV, Div. 5, Sec. 2-285); and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that any applications, questionnaires 
and interview forms used in relation to Cook County benefits, 
opportunities or services shall be promptly reviewed by the pertinent 
agencies, and any questions requiring disclosure of information related to 
citizenship or immigrant status, other than those (a) permitted by this 
Resolution to require the disclosure of such information or (b) otherwise 
required by law, shall be, in the best judgment of the pertinent agency, 
either deleted in its entirety or revised such that the disclosure is no 
longer required. Such review and revision shall be completed within 
ninety (90) days of the passage of this Resolution.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

THE COOK COUNTY NEIGHBORHOOD PRESERVATION HOMEOWNER 
EXEMPTION ORDINANCE (“N.P.H.E.”) 

PREAMBLE 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook, Illinois, is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to Article 
VII, Section 6(a) of the 1970 Illinois Constitution, and pursuant to the authority therein granted, may 
exercise any power and perform any function pertaining to its government and affairs; and 

WHEREAS, the reassessment system in the County of Cook causes a shift of the tax burden; and 

WHEREAS, the residential real estate property values over the last ten years have grown significantly 
faster than any other segment of the real estate market, and as a result, residential property taxpayers have 
seen their property tax bills and their share of the tax burden increase more rapidly than other taxpayers; 
and 

WHEREAS, the reassessment increases and the shifting tax burden often results in homeowners 
receiving significant, unpredictable increases in their property tax bills, causing severe financial hardship 
for them; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners previously recognized this issue for mixed use 
residential property and Class 3 rental property by reducing the applicable assessment levels; and 

WHEREAS, on July 12, 2004, the 93rd General Assembly of Illinois enacted Public Act 93-0715, which 
authorized a county to adopt an alternative general homestead exemption, 35 ILCS 200/15-176, (“7% 
assessment cap”); and 

WHEREAS, on July 13, 2004, the Cook County Board of Commissioners adopted by ordinance (04-0- 
33) the provisions of the alternative general homestead exemption, 35 ILCS 200/15-176; and 

WHEREAS, the 7% assessment cap resulted in a taxable value that grows more predictably, allowing 
homeowners the peace of mind of being able to plan and anticipate their tax bills; and 

WHEREAS, the 7% assessment cap provided an immediate and effective form of property tax relief 
available to homeowners in the County of Cook; and 
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WHEREAS, effective October 12, 2007, the 95th General Assembly of Illinois overrode the Governor's 
Amendatory Veto (Public Act 95-XXXX), and extended the alternative general homestead exemption for 
another triennial for each reassessment district; and 

WHEREAS, the 7% assessment cap is but one aspect of the effort to stop the ever increasing tax burden 
on the neighborhoods of Chicago and Cook County, with the long-term goal of restructuring a fairer and 
more predictable property tax system; and 

WHEREAS, Illinois’ tax structure is over-reliant on property taxes to fund schools and local taxing 
districts and is in need of major reform; and 

WHEREAS, the County Board is desirous of implementing the provisions of 7% assessment cap as 
provided in Public Act 95-XXXX. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, BY THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF THE 
COUNTY OF COOK, ILLINOIS, PURSUANT TO PUBLIC ACT 95-XXXX, THE COUNTY OF 
COOK DOES HEREBY SUBJECT ITSELF TO THE PROVISIONS OF 35 ILCS 200/15-176, 

(“7% ASSESSMENT CAP”). 

“Section 74-43 of the Cook County Code is hereby amended to read as follows: 

Sec. 74-43. Neighborhood preservation homeowner exemption. 

(a) Administration. 

(1) Determination of entitlement to annual alternative general homestead 
exemption. The County Assessor shall have the authority to determine which 
homestead property is entitled to an annual alternative general homestead 
exemption by application, visual inspection, questionnaire, or other reasonable 
method. Each year, at the time the assessment books are certified to the County 
Clerk by the County Board of Review', the Assessor shall furnish to the Clerk a 
list of properties qualified for the alternative general homestead exemption. The 
list shall note the base homestead value of each property to be used in the 
calculation of the homestead exemption for the current tax year. 

(2) Exemption amount. The amount of the alternative general homestead exemption 
is the equalized assessed value of the homestead property for the current tax 
year, minus the adjusted homestead value, with the following exceptions: 

a. The amount of the exemption shall not exceed $20,000.00 in equalized 
assessed value for any taxable year through taxable year; 

i. 2005, if the general assessment year for the property is 2003; 

if 2006, if the general assessment year for the property is 2004; or 

iii. 2007, if the general assessment year for the property is 2005 . 
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b. Thereafter, the amount of the exemption is as follows: 

h if the general assessment year for the property is 2006, then the 
exemption amount may not exceed: $33,000 for taxable year 2006; 
$26,000 for taxable year 2007: and $20,000 for taxable year 2008: 

if f the general assessment year for the property is 2007, then the 
exemption amount may not exceed: $33,000 for taxable year 2007; 
$26,000 for taxable year 2008; and $20,000 for taxable year 2009; 

iii. if the general assessment year for the property is 2008, then the 
exemption amount may not exceed: $33,000 for taxable year 2008; 
$26,000 for taxable year 2009; and $20,000 for taxable year 2010. 

For the 2006 taxable year only, the maximum exemption amount provided 
in subsection (2)(b)(i) of this Section may be increased bv: (i) $7,000 if 
the equalized assessed value of the property for taxable year 2006 exceeds 
the equalized assessed value for taxable year 2002 bv 100% or more; or 
(ii) $2,000 if the equalized assessed value of the property for taxable year 
2006 exceeds the equalized assessed value for taxable year 2002 bv more 
than 80% but less than 100%. in that 

hd. In the case of homestead property that also qualifies for the exemption 
under Section 15-172 of the Property Tax Code, the property is entitled to 
the alternative general homestead exemption limited to the amount of £i} 
$4,500.00 for tax year 2003; or (ii} $5,000.00 for tax years 2004 and 
2005; or (iii) the lesser of the amount of the general homestead exemption 
under Section 15-175 or an amount equal to the increase in the equalized 
assessed value for the current tax year above the equalized assessed value 
for 1977 in tax year 2006 and thereafter. 

(3) Initial value subject to review. For any tax year for which the Assessor 
determines or adjusts an initial value for base homestead value purposes, the 
initial value shall be subject to review by the same procedures applicable to 
assessed values established by the Property Tax Code, 35 ILCS 200/1 et seq., for 
that tax year. 

(4) Revision of base homestead value. The base homestead value shall remain 
constant, except that the Assessor may revise it under the following 
circumstances: 

a. If the equalized assessed value of a homestead property for the current tax 
year is less than the previous homestead value for that property, then the 
equalized assessed value for the current tax year shall become the base 
homestead value in subsequent tax years, provided it is not based on a 
reduced assessed value resulting from a temporary irregularity in the 
subject property. 
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b. For any tax year in which new buildings, structures, or other 
improvements are constructed on the homestead property that would 
increase its assessed value, the Assessor shall adjust the base homestead 
value with due regard to the value added by the new improvements. 

c. Except to sales or transfers between spouses or between a parent and a 
child, if the homestead property is sold or ownership is otherwise 
transferred after December 31, 2002, the base homestead value of the 
property shall be adjusted as provided in subdivision (b)(3)(b) of Section 
15-176 of the Property Tax Code, 35 ILCS 200/15-176. 

d. Pursuant to the recalculation of the base homestead value as provided in 
subdivision (b)(3)(A-5) of Section 15-176 of the Property Tax Code, 35 
ILCS 200/15-176. 


(5) Cooperatives or life care facilities. In the case of an apartment building owned 
and operated as a cooperative, or as a life care facility, that contains residential 
units that qualify as homestead property under Section 15-176 of the Property 
Tax Code, 35 ILCS 200/15-176, the maximum cumulative exemption amount 
attributed to the entire building or facility shall not exceed the sum of the 
exemptions calculated for each qualified residential unit. The cooperative 
association, management firm, or other person or entity that manages or controls 
the cooperative apartment building or life care facility shall credit the exemption 
attributable to each residential unit only to the apportioned tax liability of the 
owner or other person responsible for payment of taxes as to that unit. Any 
person who willfully refuses to so credit the exemption is guilty of a Class B 
misdemeanor. 

(6) Married persons maintaining separate residences. When married persons 
maintain separate residences, the homestead exemption provided under Section 
15-176 of the Property Tax Code, 35 ILCS 200/15-176, shall be claimed by only 
one such person and for only one residence. 

(7) Sale or transfer of homestead property. In the event the homestead property is 
sold or ownership otherwise transferred after December 31, 2002, other than 
sale or transfers between spouses or between a parent or child, the homestead 
exemption provided under Section 15-176 of the Property Tax Code, 35 ILCS 
200/15-176, shall remain in effect for the remainder of the tax year and be 
calculated usinu the same base homestead value in which the sale or transfer 
occurs, but for any subsequent tax year it shall be calculated using the new base 
homestead value as provided in subdivision (b)(3)(b) of Section 15-176 of the 
Property Tax Code, 35 ILCS 200/15-176. The Assessor may require the new 
owner of the homestead property to apply for the exemption in the following 
year. 

(8) State law provisions. The provisions of the homestead exemption as provided 
under Section 15-176 of the Property Tax Code apply as follows: 
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a. If the general assessment year for the homestead property is 2003, this 
exemption applies for assessment years 2003, 2004, and 2005 , 2006. 

2007, and 2008 . Thereafter, the provisions of Section 15-175 of the 
Property Tax Code, 35 ILCS 200/15-175, apply. 

b. If the general assessment year for the homestead property is 2004, this 
exemption applies for assessment years 2004, 2005, and 2006 , 2007, 

2008, and 2009 . Thereafter, the provisions of Section 15-175 of the 
Property Tax Code, 35 ILCS 200/15-175, apply. 

c. If the general assessment year for the homestead property is 2005, this 
exemption applies for assessment years 2005, 2006, and 2007 , 2008, 

2009, and 2010 . Thereafter, the provisions of Section 15-175 of the 
Property Tax Code, 35 ILCS 200/15-175, apply. 

(b) Applying the exemption. 

(1) The Cook County Assessor shall provide to the County Clerk the information 
necessary to calculate the seven percent assessment cap homestead exemption in 
accordance with this section. 

(2) The Clerk shall have the authority to compute tax rates, to remove the seven 
percent assessment cap homestead exemption value from the calculation of the 
property tax bill and to provide this information to the County Treasurer to 
implement the provisions of this section. 

(3) The Treasurer shall state on the property tax bill the amount of taxes saved by 
the seven percent assessment cap homestead exemption.

WHEREAS, various municipalities, including New York City, Los Angeles, and the City of Chicago 
allow for PVC pipe to be utilized for certain types of residential construction. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Part C 
General Requirements, Article XXXVI Sanitation and Plumbing Requirements, Section 36.4 Materials 
for Plumbing of the Cook County Building Ordinance is hereby amended as follows: 


Section 36.4. Materials for Plumbing.

(b) Refer to other sections of this Article for limitations on the use of a specific material. Plastic ABS 
pipe and pla s tic PVC - pip e may be used only with the approval of the Building Commissioner for the 
particular use. Usage of plastic ABS pipe shall be limited to storm drainage and special wastes and liquid 
handling, and shall not be permitted for general water supply or building waste. Usage of plastic PVC 
pipe shall be limited to storm drainage, special wastes and liquid handling, and general water supply and 
building waste in residential buildings that are five stories or less.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

ELECTRONIC MONITORING BY SHERIFF 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 46 Law Enforcement, 
Article V, Section 46-308 through Section 46-313 of the Cook County Code is hereby enacted as follows: 
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ARTICLE V. ELECTRONIC MONITORING BY COOK COUNTY SHERIFF 
Sec. 46-308. Purpose. 

The purpose of this chapter is to designate the Sheriff of Cook County as a supervising authority 
under whose direct supervision a pretrial detainee may be placed by order of court in a pretrial home 
supervision capacity with the use of an approved electronic monitoring device. The following factors 
support this proposition. 

(a) The Public Safety Budget is the largest portion of the Cook County Budget; and 

(b) Cook County operates the largest integrated court system and has the largest single site 
jail in the United States; and 

(c) The Public Safety Budget is essential to the safety, health and welfare of all Cook County 
residents; and 

(d) The 2008 Budget for Public Safety must have increased revenue from Court fees, 
participant fees, private electronic monitoring, fees; and 

(e) the Cook County Sheriff s Office is responsible for the care, custody and control of the 
jail and prisoners of the jail pursuant to 55 ILCS 5/3-6017 and 730 ILCS 125/2; and 

(0 The Illinois Constitution of 1970, Article 6, Section 1 places judicial powers in the 
courts; and 

(g) The Illinois Constitution of 1970. Article 2. Section 1, separates the government’s power 
into three branches and no branch may exercise the power belonging to another; and 

(h) Judicial powers includes the adjudication and the application of law and the 
administration of the courts pursuant to People v. Bainter . 126 Ill.2d 292, 303 (Illinois Supreme Court 
1989); and 

(i) Determining the amount of bail and conditions of release clearly fall under the powers of 
the judiciary. 725 ILCS 5/110-5, 5/110-10 (2007); and 

(j) Judicial placement of detainees on electronic monitoring is authorized by state statute 
pursuant to 725 ILCS 5/110-10 and Article 8A of Chapter V of the Unified Code of Corrections (730 
ILCS 5/5-8A); and 

(k) Judicial placement of detainees permits the imposition and collection of fees for 
electronic monitoring. 

Sec. 46-309. Sheriff as Supervising Authority. 

The Cook County Board of Commissioners designates the Sheriff of Cook County as a 
supervising authority under whose direct supervision a pretrial detainee may be placed by order of court 
in a pretrial home supervision capacity with the use of an approved electronic monitoring device. 
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Sec. 46-310. Court Orders and Payment of Fees. 

The Court shall impose upon a defendant placed under the direct supervision of the Sheriff in a 
pretrial home supervision capacity with the use of an approved monitoring device, as a condition of such 
bail bond, a fee that represents costs incidental to the electronic monitoring for each day of such bail 
supervision ordered by the Court, unless after determining the inability of the defendant to pay the fee, the 
Court assesses a lesser fee or no fee as the case may be. The fee shall be collected by the Sheriff and 
deposited in the Cook County General Revenue Fund. 

Sec. 46-311. Jail capacity. 

The Court in determining the amount of bail and conditions of release may take into 
consideration whether there is sufficient capacity in the County Jail to house the defendant. 

Sec. 46-312. Judicial Approval. 

It shall be improper for the Sheriff of Cook County to place detainees in a pretrial home 
supervision capacity with the use of an approved electronic monitoring device without the express written 
order of a Cook County Circuit judge suggesting or recommending such placement. 

Sec. 46-313. Request for Bail Rehearing 

The Sheriff of Cook County may petition the Court for a rehearing on the setting of bail upon 
notice by the Sheriff to the State’s Attorney and the defendant and upon a showing by the Sheriff that a 
reconsideration of bail or placement in an alternative release program is necessary to alleviate 
overcrowding in the County Jail.

THE COOK COUNTY SALES TAX REVIEW AND ABATEMENT RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS, Cook County is the 19th largest unit of government in the nation representing more than 
five million residents in 128 municipalities and 30 townships; and 
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WHEREAS, as mandated by State law, County government has principal responsibility for the protection 
of persons and property, the provision for public health services and the maintenance of County 
highways; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County is the largest provider of indigent health care in the state and the third largest 
provider of such care in the nation, operates one of the largest unified courts systems in the world and 
operates the largest single site jail complex in the country; and 

WHEREAS, the County and the Center for Tax and Budget Accountability have concluded that the 
County’s revenues are not keeping pace with the County’s statutory obligations and thus has created a 
structural deficit of which the County cannot simply cut its way out; and 

WHEREAS, the Center for Tax and Budget Accountability has analyzed the County’s expenditures and 
revenues and concluded that the County needs to generate more revenue to eliminate its structural deficit; 
and 

WHEREAS, like other local governments, Cook County uses a mix of revenue sources to fund public 
services, including sales taxes, cigarette taxes, a variety of fees for specific services delivered, and a 
property tax levy which has been frozen for the last ten years; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners has not raised the County’s property tax levy, 
the County largest source of revenue, in a decade which has effectively lost 23% of its value since 1997; 
and 

WHEREAS, there are very few options for the County to generate the revenue necessary to eliminate its 
structural deficit and the Cook County Board of Commissioners does not want to make it difficult for 
homeowners to remain in their homes by increasing the County’s property tax levy; and 

WHEREAS, raising the County sales tax levy is not the most desirable option for increasing revenue, but 
may be necessary; and 

WHEREAS, every quarter percent of the County’s sales tax levy generates approximately $100 million; 
and 

WHEREAS, the County has searched for new sources of revenue and will continue to look to the federal 
and state governments for new major sources of revenues that do not put additional burdens on the 
County’s taxpayers; and 

WHEREAS, the County shall consider abating taxes if it finds new sources of revenue to help fix the 
County’s structural deficit. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, if the Cook County Board of Commissioners increases the 
County’s sales tax levy, that the County continues to find new efficiencies to reduce County expenditures 
and continues to work with the federal and state governments to find new sources of revenue that do not 
burden the taxpayers and eliminates the structural deficit; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, if the Cook County Board of Commissioners does decide to increase 
the County’s sales tax levy, that in the future, for every new recurring sources of revenue the County 
receives, equaling $100 million, the County will abate the County portion of the sales tax by a quarter 
percent until the levy is reduced to its current level of three-quarters percent (0.75%).

WHEREAS, on July 31, 2007, the Cook County Board of Commissioners passed a Substitute Fund 
Transfer Resolution, Resolution 07-R-312, to ensure that the non-union employees of Cook County 
received a Cost of Living Adjustment (“COLA"); and 

WHEREAS, on September 6, 2007, the Cook County Board of Commissioners passed an additional 
Fund Transfer Resolution, Resolution 07-R-347, with the purpose of ensuring that grant program funded 
non-union employees of Cook County also received a COLA; and 

WHEREAS, on July 31, 2007, the Cook County Board of Commissioners made clear there existed an 
understanding during the 2007 budget discussions that COLAs would be funded upon the availability of 
additional revenues; and 

WHEREAS, the additional revenues utilized to fund said COLAs are one-time revenues, which have 
now been exhausted because of the COLAs. The application of one-time revenues to fund reoccurring 
future expenses, without additional and consistent future revenues, is void of logic and financially 
irresponsible; and 

WHEREAS, federal and state subsidies for county health care programs have decreased as county cost 
pressures have increased and most of its revenue sources have either remained flat or actually declined. 
This enduring disparity of revenue growth performance below inflation and service costs growth at rates 
above inflation has created chronic annual budget deficits; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County’s annual expenditures have exceeded annual revenues over the past five 
years, the Board of Commissioners must act responsibly. Decisions made during a deficit environment to 
further burden the amount of expenses must be accompanied by decisions to increase revenues; and

Transfer Resolution, Resolution 07-R-312, passed on July 31, 2007, and the additional Fund Transfer

Resolutions can be done responsibly by way of application of additional and consistent future revenues.

RESOLUTION OPPOSING THE INDIANA DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENTAL 
MANAGEMENT’S ISSUING OF A PERMIT TO RELAX OR OMIT LIMITS ON POLLUTANTS 
DUMPED INTO A LAKE MICHIGAN TRIBUTARY BY U.S. STEEL 

WHEREAS, the Indiana Department of Environmental Management (IDEM) has drafted a permit which 
allows U.S. Steel's Gary Works to relax or eliminate limits on toxic chemicals and heavy metals 
deposited into the Grand Calumet River, a Lake Michigan tributary; and 

WHEREAS, the draft permit does not adequately limit the emissions of oil, grease, lead, arsenic, 
benzene, fluoride and nitrates from waste-water pipes at all discharge points; and 

WHEREAS, the Gary Works is the largest source of water pollution in the Lake Michigan basin, and the 
third largest polluter in all of the Great Lakes; and 

WHEREAS, the Gary Works dumped more that 1.7 million pounds of pollution into the river in 2005; 
and 

WHEREAS, the permit draft would allow a minimum of 1 million pounds of pollution to be dumped into 
the river each year; and 

WHEREAS, according to the Clean Water Act, states must renew water permits every five years in an 
effort to eliminate pollution; and 
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WHEREAS, the Gary Works’ permit has not been reissued since 1994; and 

WHEREAS, U.S. Steel has been cited multiple times for violating the Clean Water Act; and 

WHEREAS, the Great Lakes Water Quality Agreement of 1978 states that the discharge of any and all 
persistent toxic substances, including mercury, be virtually eliminated; and 

WHEREAS, Lake Michigan serves as a vital resource for millions of Cook County residents as it 
provides drinking water and beach recreation; and 

WHEREAS, the Grand Calumet River is a part of the Calumet Area Land Use Plan which seeks to 
preserve some of the last great wetlands in the State of Illinois; and 

WHEREAS, the Grand Calumet River is bounded by natural areas including Burnham Woods and 
Burnham Prairie; and 

WHEREAS, the proposed Burnham Prairie Expansion is widely considered one of the most important 
unprotected areas in Illinois and increased pollution would significantly damage this natural area. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that we, the Cook County Board of Commissioners, 
gathered here this 16th day of October, 2007, do hereby call on the Indiana Department of Environmental 
Management (IDEM) to revise the drafted permit so as not to relax or eliminate limits on pollutants 
deposited into the Grand Calumet River, a Lake Michigan tributary; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that U.S. Steel tighten limits on toxic chemicals and heavy metals 
deposited into the Grand Calumet River; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the permit revised by IDEM require that the Gary Works tighten 
its pollution standards in the shortest period of time possible, rather than allowing U.S. Steel five years to 
comply with federal water quality standards; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the permit revised by IDEM require significant reductions in free 
cyanide, oil, grease, thermal pollution, and storm water runoff containing pollution; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that we hereby petition the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency 
(EPA) to continue to block proposals by the IDEM which would relax or omit limits on pollutants 
deposited into the Lake Michigan tributary; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that we hereby petition the EPA to hold a public hearing on the 
proposed permit; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Illinois Congress continue to urge IDEM to rectify 
inadequacies in the draft permit; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that a suitable copy of this Resolution be prepared and presented to the 
Indiana Department of Environmental Management, U.S. Environmental Protection Agency, and the 
Illinois congressional delegation.

The final reconciliation 
could result in a payment by the County to the IMRF or by the IMRF to the County, depending upon the 
actual payments made during the ten year interval and the determination, at the end of this interval, of the 
amount required to satisfy any future IMRF obligations to former SCCTSD employees. 

It is further requested that the Treasurer be directed pursuant to County Resolution 07-R-258 approved 
and adopted June 5, 2007 to deposit any funds paid to the County as a result of this intergovernmental 
agreement into the Cook County Tuberculosis Control Fund and to utilize this Fund, if necessary, for 
purposes of any final settlement payment that may be required.

Commissioner Silvestri stated that he received a correspondence from the Police Chief of the Village of 
Glenview, which he distributed a copy to all of the committee members. Because of this correspondence, 
he will be introducing an amendment to the proposed ordinance, which allows the County to enter into 
Intergovernmental Agreements with local municipalities on County jurisdiction roads in villages. 
Further, Commissioner Silvestri stated that as a general concept when the Highway Department Sheriffs 
Office are doing anything in any incorporated area they should be consulting with the local jurisdiction. 

Commissioner Daley inquired as to whom instructed Redflex to conduct a feasibility study. 

Chairman Moreno stated that it was through President Stroger’s office to check the feasibility. 

Vice Chairman Gorman inquired as to how the cameras will be funded. 

Chairman Moreno stated that based upon the studies that have been conducted by the two companies, 
Redflex and Redspeed Illinois, in connection with President Strogef s office the estimated revenues that 
could possibly be generated would be more than enough to cover the cost of the cameras. 
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Chairman Moreno further stated that there has been actual data collected by the City of Chicago and other 
municipalities that it has been estimated that in just twenty-five intersections the County would be able to 
generate approximately $1.7 million per year per intersection and the cost of the installation and 
maintenance of the cameras is well below the revenues that could be generated. 

Vice Chairman Gorman inquired as to the cost of installing the cameras and what the practice is of the 
municipalities or the local governments on the payments of the hard costs. 

Mark Etzbach, with Redflex responded that there would not be any cost to the County. The vendor 
installs the cameras at their own capital expense. 

Commissioner Silvestri, seconded by Commissioner Murphy, moved to approve the Ordinance 
(Communication No. 289087). 

Commissioner Silvestri, seconded by Commissioner Murphy, moved to accept Amendment No. 1, 
to remove the reference of the Highway Department in Section 82-103 and add the following 
language “ a copy of the recorded images: a warning that failure to pay the penalty or to contest 
liability in a timely manner is an admission of liability and may result in a suspension of the driving 
privileees of the registered owner. ” The motion carried unanimously. 

Commissioner Silvestri, seconded by Commissioner Daley, moved to accept Amendment No. 2, to 
add the following language to Section 82-101 (c): “ Upon application by a local municipality, the 
County may permit through intergovernmental agreement, the local municipality to install and 
maintain such a system and issue citations, with all costs paid by and all fines paid to the local 
municipality, at intersections which are under the maintenance and operation jurisdiction of the 
County, but within the police jurisdiction of such municipality. ” The motion carried unanimously.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that Chapter 
82 Traffic and Vehicles, Article IV, Sections 82-101 through 82-104 of the Cook County Code is hereby 
enacted as follows: 


ARTICLE IV. Automated Red Light Traffic Safety System 

Sec. 82-101. Purpose-Establishment of automated red light traffic safety system. 

(a) The purpose of this article is to establish an automated red light violation traffic safety system 
as provided in Section 11-208.6 of the Vehicle Code, 625 ILCS 5/11-208.6, which shall be administered 
by the Cook County Highway Department, in consultation with the Sheriff of Cook County. 

(b) The system shall utilize a traffic control signal monitoring device which records, through 
photographic means, the vehicle and the vehicle registration plate of a vehicle operated in violation of 
Section 11-305 and 11-306 of the Vehicle Code, 625 ILCS 5/1 1-305 and 11-306. The photographic 
record shall also display the time, date and location of the violation. 

(c) A program shall be established which utilizes an automated red light safety system at various 
vehicle traffic intersections identified by the Highway Department, with the advice of the Sheriff. The 
intersections chosen for the program shall be located throughout the County, upon highways in the 
County’s maintenance jurisdiction. Signs shall be posted at all intersections equipped with traffic control 
signal monitoring devices indicating that the intersection is being monitored by an automated red light 
traffic safety system. Upon application by a local municipality, the County may permit through 
intergovernmental agreement, the local municipality to install and maintain such a system and issue 
citations, with all cost paid by and all fines paid to the local municipality, at intersections which are under 
maintenance and operation jurisdiction of the County, but within the police jurisdiction of such 
municipality. 
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(d) Recorded images made by an automated red light traffic safety system are confidential and 
shall be made available only to the alleged violator and governmental and law enforcement agencies for 
the purpose of adjudicating a violation of Section 11-208.6 of the Vehicle Code, for statistical purposes, 
or for other governmental purposes, but shall be admissible in any court proceeding concerning the 
violation. 

(e) The Highway Department and the Sheriff shall adopt rules and regulations as may be 
necessary for the proper enforcement and administration of this article. 

Sec. 82-102. Automated red light violation. 

(a) The registered owner of record of a vehicle is liable for a violation of Section 11-208.6 of the 
Vehicle Code, 625 ILCS 5/11-208.6, and a fine of $100.00 when the vehicle is used in violation of 
Section 11-305 or Section 11-306 of the Vehicle Code, 625 ILCS 5/11-305 and 306, and that violation is 
recorded by a traffic control signal monitoring device. If the registered owner fails to pay the fine in a 
timely manner, the registered owner shall be subject to an additional penalty of $100.00. 

(b) A photographic recording of a violation obtained by a traffic control signal monitoring device 
shall be a prima facie evidence of a violation. 

(c) It shall be a defense to a violation of Section 11-208.6 of the Vehicle Code that: 

(1) The operator of the vehicle was issued a uniform traffic citation for a violation of 
Section 11-305 or Section 11-306 of the Vehicle Code, 625 ILCS 5/1 1-305 and 306, or similar 
local ordinance provision; or 

(2) The violation occurred at any time during which the vehicle or its state registration

Where the lessor 
complies with the provisions of this section, the lessee of the vehicle at the time of the violation 
shall be deemed to be the owner of the vehicle for purposes of this chapter. The Sheriff, within 30 
days of being notified by the lessor of the name and address of the lessee, shall mail the lessee a 
citation which contains the information required under Section 11-208.6(d) of the Vehicle Code, 
625 ILCS 5/11-208.6. For the purposes of this article, the term "leased vehicle" shall be defined 
as a vehicle in which a motor vehicle dealership or manufacturer has, pursuant to a written 
document, vested exclusive possession, use, control and responsibility of the vehicle to the lessee 
during the periods the vehicle is operated by or for the lessee. 

(d) The provisions of this section do not apply to any authorized emergency vehicle or any 
vehicle lawfully participating in a funeral procession. 

(e) Nothing in this section shall be construed to limit the liability of an operator of a vehicle for 
any violation of Section 11-305 or Section 11-306 of the Vehicle Code, 625 ILCS 5/1 1-305 and 306, or 
similar local ordinance provision. 
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Sec. 82-103. Citation notice. 

For each violation of Section 11-305 or Section 11-306 of the Vehicle Code, 625 ILCS 5/11-305 and 306, 
recorded by a traffic control signal monitoring device, the Sherif f/Highway D e partm e nt shall mail a 
citation, within 30 days after receiving information about the registered owner of the vehicle from the 
Secretary of State, to the registered owner of record of the vehicle used in the commission of the 
violation. The citation shall include the name and address of the registered owner of the vehicle; the 
vehicle make, if available and readily discemable, and registration number; the offense charged; the time, 
date and location of the alleged violation; a copy of the recorded images; a warning that failure to pay the 
penalty or to contest liability in a timely manner is an admission of liability and may result in a 
suspension of the driving privileges of the registered owner; the applicable fine and where and in what 
manner payment of the fine may be made to the Clerk of the Circuit Court prior to the court date; the time 
and place of the court hearing at which the registered owner may contest the citation; and that the basis of 
the citation is a photographic record obtained by a traffic control signal monitoring device, which has 
been inspected by a technician who has determined the vehicle was being operated in violation of Section 
11-208.6 of the Illinois Motor Vehicle Code. 

Sec. 82-104. Supplementary enforcement. 

The program authorized by Section 82-101 shall supplement enforcement of traffic regulations provided 
by the Illinois Motor Vehicle Code and shall not replace or substitute for enforcement of the Illinois 
Motor Vehicle Code or any other law or ordinance.

In response to an inquiry from Commissioner Goslin, Donald Wlodarski, Commissioner of the 
Department of Building and Zoning, stated that there are approximately one hundred and fifty signs in 
existence in unincorporated Cook County. He added that there are annual inspections of these signs. 

Commissioner Schneider asked whether the proposed annual fee of $600 is consistent with fees charged 
by municipalities for signs located in their jurisdictions. 

Mr. Wlodarski stated that he believed it was.

Commissioner Goslin began by stating that other governmental entities who require the purchase of 
annual vehicle stickers charge minimal late fees for those stickers purchased after the required deadline. 
It currently costs $40 to purchase a Cook County vehicle sticker, and the late fee added to this price is 
$40. This essentially doubles the price of the vehicle sticker for those who purchase it late. He has 
received many complaints from township clerks and supervisors regarding the steep late fee. 

Commissioner Gorman inquired whether Commissioner Goslin believed that township clerks’ complaints 
would be alleviated if this proposed fee reduction was approved. 

Commissioner Goslin responded that he believed the complaints would be minimal. 

Barbara Bruno, Director of the Cook County Department of Revenue, spoke to the Committee on the 
fiscal impact of the proposed amendment. She stated that in 2005, the County did not have a penalty 
structure in place, and as a result received $0 in penalties. In 2006, the County received $487,000 in 
penalties. This represents more than one quarter of the $2.1 million received as a result of the tax. She 
stated that the County would lose approximately $307 thousand if the penalty decrease was passed. 

Commissioner Goslin asked Ms. Bruno to explain the communication process used by the Department of 
Revenue to inform or remind residents to purchase their vehicle stickers. 

Ms. Bruno explained that the Department begins each year with a new database from the Illinois 
Secretary of State containing information on residents who have registered their cars at an unincorporated 
Cook County address. Working with the County’s Department for Management of Information Systems, 
the Department of Revenue compiles a list of residents who would be required to purchase a Cook 
County vehicle sticker. Applications are sent to these residents, information is posted on the Department 
of Revenue’s website and public service announcements are issued. She stated that communication with 
the townships is continuous during the process. 

Commissioner Peraica expressed concern over the excessive fee currently charged to low income and 
senior residents. 

Commissioner Schneider pointed out that senior residents living in unincorporated Cook County pay 
$5.00 for a vehicle sticker that is good for that vehicle for the rest of their lives. He added that there was 
some confusion related to this that could be resolved through further communication with senior residents 
of unincorporated Cook County. 

Chairman Daley asked Ms. Bruno if township clerks were taking it upon themselves to waive the penalty 
for the vehicle sticker. 
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Ms. Bruno responded that one Clerk was doing so. However, as a result of several meetings with 
township clerks and supervisors, there appeared to be a greater level of communication between the 
County and townships. 

Commissioner Sims asked Ms. Bruno if additional methods or locations used to purchase stickers had 
been explored. 

Ms. Bruno responded that this year the townships will receive the stickers for purchase by residents when 
the applications are mailed out, allowing for those residents to purchase in person at the township offices, 
rather than by mail. 

Chairman Daley suggested that the Department of Revenue explore the possibility of selling the vehicle 
stickers at suburban commissioners’ offices. 

Commissioner Goslin, seconded by Commissioner Schneider, moved that the Ordinance 
Amendment (Communication No. 288469) be approved and adopted.

Sponsored by Joseph Mario Moreno, County Commissioner 

PROPOSED SUBSTITUTE ORDINANCE 

COOK COUNTY SOLID WASTE DISPOSAL TAX 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to 
Article VII, Section 6(a) of the 1970 Illinois Constitution; and 

WHEREAS, the Illinois Constitution provides that home rule units may exercise any 
power and perform any function pertaining to its government and affairs including, but 
not limited to, the power to regulate for the protection of the public health, safety, morals 
and welfare; to license; to tax; and to incur debt; and 
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WHEREAS, Illinois law (55 ILCS 5/5-1009) permits home rule units to impose "taxes 
not based on the selling or purchase price or gross receipts from the use, sale or purchase 
of tangible personal property"; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners has determined that a County tax not based 
upon the selling or purchase price or gross receipts from the use, sale or purchase thereof 
should be imposed upon the disposal of solid waste at any solid waste disposal facility 
within Cook County, as provided herein. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners that Chapter 74, Article XV, Sections 74-580 through 74-587 of the Cook 
County Code is hereby enacted as follows: 

ARTICLE XV. SOLID WASTE DISPOSAL TAX 

Sec. 74-580. Title. 

This Ordinance shall be known and may be cited as the "Cook County Solid 
Waste Di s posal Tax". The tax herein imposed is in addition to all other taxes imposed by 
the County of Cook, the State of Illinois or any municipal corporation or political 
subdivision thereof. 

Sec. 74-581. Definitions. 

For the purposes of this Ordinance, unless the context otherwise requires, the 
following words or terms shall have the meanings respectively applied to them: 

Solid Waste means any discarded or abandoned material in solid, semisolid, 
liquid or contained gaseous form, including, but not limited to, industrial process waste, 
hazardous waste, municipal waste, special waste, garbage, sludge from a waste treatment 
plant, water supply treatment plant, an air pollution control facility, but excludes: 

(1) Sewage collected and treated in a municipal or regional sewage system; or 

(2) Recyclable materials managed in compliance with applicable ordinances of 
the County of Cook. 

The terms industrial process waste ; hazardous waste ; municipal waste ; special 
waste ; garbage ; and sludge shall have the meanings ascribed to them in Section 513 of 
the Illinois Environmental Protection Act (415 ILCS 513.0 1-3.94 inclusive). 

Department means the Department of Revenue in the Bureau of Finance of Cook 

County. 


Person means any natural individual or entity recognized by law as the subject of 
rights and duties. 
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Transfer Station means a site or facility that accepts waste for temporary storage 
or consolidation and further transfer to a waste disposal, treatment or storage facility. 
"Transfer station" includes a site where waste is transferred from 0) a rail carrier to a 
motor vehicle or water carrier; (2) a water carrier to a rail carrier or motor vehicle; (3) a 
motor vehicle to a rail carrier, water carrier or motor vehicle; (4) a rail carrier to a rail 
carrier, if the waste is removed from a rail car; or (5) a water carrier to a water carrier, if 
the waste is removed from a vessel. "Transfer station" does not include (i) a site where 
waste is not removed from the transfer container, or (ii) a site that accepts or receives 
open top units containing only clean construction and demolition debris, or (iii) a site that 
stores waste on a refuse motor vehicle or in the vehicle's detachable refuse receptacle for 
no more than 24 hours, excluding Saturdays, Sundays, and holidays, but only if the 
detachable refuse receptacle is completely covered or enclosed and is stored on the same 
site as the refuse motor vehicle that transported the receptacle to the site. 


Sec. 74-582. Tax imposed; exemptions. 

Effective as of and commencing on the effective date of this Ordinance, a tax, in 
addition to any and all other taxes, is imposed upon the acceptance of Solid Waste at any 
transfer station and the disposal of Solid Waste at any solid waste disposal facility within 
the County of Cook. Liability for the payment of the' tax shall be upon the owner or 
operator of each solid waste transfer station or disposal facility, who shall pay the tax 
pursuant to the following schedule: 

(a) 60 cent(s) per ton if more than 50,000 tons of non-hazardous solid waste 
is temporarily accepted or permanently disposed of at the site in a calendar year , unl e ss 
th e own e r or op e rator - w e ighs - th e quantity-of th e solid wast e r e c e iv e d with a d e vic e for 
winch - c e rtification ha s b ee n obtain e d und e r th e W e ights and M e asure s Act [225 ILC - S 
470/1 e t se q.j, in which cas e th e -f ee shall not e xc ee d $ 1.27 p e r ton of so l id wast e 
p e rman e ntly di s pos e d of . 

(b) $33,350 if more than 33,333 tons, but not more than 50,000 tons, of non- 
hazardous waste is temporarily accepted or permanently disposed of at the site in a 
calendar year. 

(c) $15,500 if more than 16,666 tons, but not more than 33,333 tons, of non- 
hazardous solid waste is temporarily accepted or permanently disposed of at the site in a 
calendar year. 

(d) $4,650 if more than 3,333 tons, but not more than 16,666 tons, of non- 
hazardous solid waste is temporarily accepted or permanently disposed of at the site in a 
calendar year. 

(e) $650 if not more than 3,333 tons of non-hazardous solid waste is 
temporarily accepted or permanently disposed of at the site in a calendar year. 


The temporary acceptance or permanent disposal or transport of Solid Waste 
which meets the criteria set forth in 415 ILCS 54-/22.16, 5/22.16(a)a or 5/22.15(k) (2007) 
shall be exempt from the tax imposed herein, except that the tax imposed herein shall be 
applicable to the permanent disposal of Solid Waste under any contract lawfully executed 
before June 1, 1986 under which more than 150,000 cubic yards (or 50,000 tons) of Solid 
Waste is to be permanently disposed of, even though the waste is exempt from the fee 
imposed by the State of Illinois under 415 ILCS 5/22.15(b) pursuant to an exemption 
granted under 4 15 ILCS 54-/22.16. 
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Sec. 74-583. Books and records. 

Every owner or operator of a solid waste transfer station or disposal facility 
located within Cook County shall maintain complete and accurate books, records and 
accounts showing the quantity of Solid Waste deposited at the facility during each 
calendar year. Such books, records and accounts shall be made available to the 
Department for examination and for audit by the Department upon reasonable notice and 
during normal business hours. 

Sec. 74-584. Rule making. 

The Department may prescribe reasonable rules, definitions, and regulations not 
inconsistent with this Ordinance necessary to carry out the duties imposed upon it by this 
Ordinance, including, but not limited to, reasonable procedures relating to the collection 
of the tax imposed by this ordinance. 

Sec. 74-585. Penalties. 

Any violation of this Ordinance shall be punishable by a fine of not less than 
$100.00 and not more than $1,000.00 or imprisonment for a period not to exceed six (6) 
months, or by both such fine and imprisonment. Criminal prosecutions pursuant to this 
Ordinance shall in no way bar the right of Cook County to institute civil proceedings to 
recover delinquent taxes, interest and penalties due and owing, as well as costs incurred 
for such proceeding. Civil penalties and interest assessed pursuant to this Ordinance shall 
be computed at the rate provided by the Cook County Uniform Penalty, Interest and 
Procedures Ordinance. 

Sec. 74-586. Severability. 

If any one or more of the provisions of this Ordinance is declared 
unconstitutional or the application thereof is held invalid, the validity of the remainder of 
this Ordinance and the application of such provisions to other persons and circumstances 
shall not be affected thereby. 

Sec. 74-587. Cook County Waste Management Fund. 

There is hereby created the Cook County Waste Management Fund. Ten percent 
of the taxes collected pursuant to the Cook County Solid Waste Disposal Tax Ordinance 
shall be deposited in the Cook County Waste Management Fund and shall be expended 
only for Waste Management purposes, including long-term monitoring and maintenance 
of transfer stations, planning, implementation, inspection, enforcement, operational 
expenses for personnel, equipment procurement and other activities consistent with the 
Illinois Solid Waste Management Act. 

The Cook County Board of Commissioners and the Environmental Control 
Committee shall determine how the funds are spent. It is the intent of this Board that 
there is a priority protocol, which shall be followed in expending these funds. The 
priority protocol shall apply, without ranking, to the following: 
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1. For funding an inspection program for waste disposal facilities within Cook 
County (and all litigation related thereto that may arise from time-to-time); 

2. For funding the updating of the Cook County Solid Waste Plan on a five year 
interval as mandated by the Illinois Environmental Protection Agency; 

3. For the funding of performance based contracts and the associated fees to 
conduct waste and recycling audits; 

4. For the funding of the activities as designated by the Cook County Solid 
Waste Management Coordinating Committee in an effort to initiate a 
comprehensive waste management plan for all of suburban Cook County and 
its residents; 

5. For funding other waste management purposes as designated in the Waste 
Fee Ordinance. 

The Cook County Comptroller and the Cook County Treasurer shall manage said 
Fund in accordance with existing Cook County Board financial management policies and 
procedures. 

Sec. 74-588. Effective date. 

This Ordinance shall take effect and be in force upon enactment. 

Commissioner Moreno explained that he will defer this item based upon the nature of the substantive 
changes made throughout the Substitute Ordinance. It is his intention to defer so that all parties will have 
the opportunity to review the proposed Substitute Ordinance. 

Chairman Daley acknowledged the presence of a number of public speakers who were interested in 
testifying on the proposed Ordinance, and asked whether any would care to testify today. He also stated 
for the record that there would be another public hearing held for this item, at which public speakers 
would be allowed to testify. 

There were no registered public speakers present who wished to testify. 

Commissioner Moreno, seconded by Commissioner Maldonado, moved to defer consideration of 
the proposed Substitute Ordinance (Communication No. 289088). Commissioner Peraica called for 
a Roll Call, the vote of yeas and nays being as follows:

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289095 PROPERTY TAX RELIEF ORDINANCE (PROPOSED ORDINANCE). Submitting a 
Proposed Ordinance sponsored by Joseph Mario Moreno, County Commissioner. 

The following is a synopsis of the Proposed Ordinance: 

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

PROPERTY TAX RELIEF ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, the County finds that alternative and new sources of revenue are required to 
fund the operations and services of the County; and 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS 
OF COOK COUNTY, ILLINOIS, that the County "Sales Tax,” consisting of the County’s 
Retailers’ Occupation Tax and the Service Occupation Tax, is hereby increased from .75% 
(or three quarters of one penny on the dollar) to 3% (or three pennies on the dollar); and 

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, that Section 1 of Ordinances 92-0-26 and 92-0-27, 
respectively, are hereby amended to reflect the taxation rate of 3% in place of the current 
stated taxation rate of “3/4%”; and 

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, that the increase in both the County’s Retailers’ 
Occupation Tax and the Service Occupation Tax shall increase according to the following 
phased schedule: 1) commencing on January 1, 2008, the County’s Retailers’ Occupation 
Tax and the Service Occupation Tax shall increase from .75% to 1.5%; 2) commencing on 
January 1, 2009, the County’s Retailers’ Occupation Tax and the Service Occupation Tax 
shall increase from 1.5% to 2.25%; and, 3) commencing on January 1, 2010, the County’s 
Retailers’ Occupation Tax and the Service Occupation Tax shall increase from 2.25% to 3%; 
and 

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, that the County Department of Revenue, consistent with 
the provisions of the Counties Code, the State of Illinois Home Rule County Retailers’ 
Occupation Tax Law (55 ILCS 5/5-1006), and the State of Illinois Service Occupation Tax 
Law (55 ILCS 5/5-1007), is to provide the State of Illinois with notice of the increases in the 
County’s Retailers’ Occupation Tax and the Service Occupation Tax according to the 
following schedule: 1) for the increase commencing on January 1, 2008, notice shall be 
given prior to October 1, 2007; 2) for the increase commencing on January 1, 2009, notice 
shall be given prior to October 1, 2008; and, 3) for the increase commencing on January 1, 
2010, notice shall be given prior to October 1,2009; and 

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, that the County Real Estate Property Tax is hereby 
eliminated based upon the following phased schedule: 1) commencing on January 1, 2008, 
the real property tax levy shall decrease by one-third (1/3) of the real property tax levy 
existing on December 31, 2007; 2) commencing on January 1, 2009, the real property tax 
levy shall decrease by two-thirds (2/3) of the real property tax levy existing on December 31, 
2007; and, 3) commencing on January 1, 2010, the real property tax levy shall decrease by 
three-thirds (3/3) of the real property tax levy existing on December 31, 2007, thereby 
providing real and permanent property tax relief; and 
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BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, that this Property Tax Relief Ordinance shall be effective 
upon passage.

PROPOSED SUBSTITUTE ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

HOME RULE COUNTY RETAILERS’ OCCUPATION TAX 

WHEREAS, County of Cook is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to Article 
VII, Section 6(a) of the 1970 Illinois Constitution; and 

WHEREAS, as a home rule county. County of Cook is authorized by 55 ILCS 5/5-1006 to 
impose a tax upon all persons in Cook County engaged in the business of selling tangible 
personal property; and 

WHEREAS, The Board of Cook County Commissioners finds that additional revenue is 
required to fund the operations of Cook County Government. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners 
that Chapter 74 Taxation, Article IV, Sec. 74-150 through 74-152, of the Cook County Code 
is hereby amended as follows: 

ARTICLE IV. RETAILERS’ OCCUPATION TAX 

Sec. 74-150. Short title. 

This article shall be known and may be cited as the Cook County Home Rule County 
Retail Occupation Tax Ordinance. 

Sec. 74-151. Imposed. 

As authorized by 55 ILCS 5/5-1006 (home rule county retailers' occupation tax law), a 

tax is imposed Countywide upon all persons in the County engaged in the business of selling 
tangible personal property at retail, at the rate of two and three-quarters percent (2.75%) of 
the gross receipts from such sales made in the course of such business. The tax shall be paid 
in the manner provided in such statute. 

Sec. 74-152. _ Notification of the Illinois Department of Revenue. 

The Clerk of the Board is hereby authorized and directed to obtain and transmit a 
certified copy of this Ordinance to the Illinois Department of Revenue not later than five days 
after its effective date, and in no case later than October 1. 2007 so as to enable the Illinois 
Department of Revenue to proceed to administer and enforce this Ordinance, on behalf of the 
County of Cook, as of January 1. 2008. 
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Effective date: This Ordinance shall take effect upon passage, except that the rate increase 
in Section 74-151 shall not take effect until January 1,2008.

PROPOSED SUBSTITUTE ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

HOME RULE COUNTY SERVICE OCCUPATION TAX 

WHEREAS, County of Cook is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to Article 
VII, Section 6(a) of the 1970 Illinois Constitution; and 

WHEREAS, as a home rule county. County of Cook is authorized by 55 ILCS 5/5-1007 to 
impose a tax upon all persons in Cook County engaged in the business of making sales of 
service; and 

WHEREAS, The Board of Cook County Commissioners finds that additional revenue is 
required to fund the operations of Cook County Government. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners 
that Chapter 74 Taxation, Article V, Sec. 74-190 through 74-192, of the Cook County Code is 
hereby amended as follows: 

ARTICLE V. SERVICE OCCUPATION TAX 

Sec. 74-190. Short title. 

This article shall be known and may be cited as the Cook County Home Rule County 
Service Occupation Tax Ordinance. 

Sec. 74-191. Imposed. 

As authorized by 55 ILCS 5/5-1007 (home rule county service occupation tax law), a 
tax is imposed Countywide upon all persons in the County engaged in the business of making 
sales of service at the rate of two and three-quarters percent (2.75%) of the selling price of all 
tangible personal property transferred by such serviceperson either in the form of tangible 
personal property or in the form of real estate as an incident to a sale of service. The tax shall 
be paid in the manner provided by such statute. 
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Sec. 74-192. _ Notification of the Illinois Department of Revenue. 

The Clerk of the Board is hereby authorized and directed to obtain and transmit a 
certified copy of this Ordinance to the Illinois Department of Revenue not later than five days 
after its effective date, and in no case later than October 1, 2007 so as to enable the Illinois 
Department of Revenue to proceed to administer and enforce this Ordinance, on behalf of the 
County of Cook, as of January 1. 2008. 

Effective date: This Ordinance shall take effect upon passage, except that the rate increase 
in Section 74-191 shall not take effect until January 1,2008.

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 10 Animals, Article IV 
Managed Care of Feral Cats, Sections 10-95 through 10-99 is hereby enacted as follows: 

ARTICLE IV. MANAGED CARE OF FERAL CATS 
Sec. 10-95. Definitions. 

For the purpose of this Ordinance, the following terms shall have the meaning set forth in this 
section. When not inconsistent with the context, words used in the present tense include the future, words 
in the plural number include the singular, words in the singular number include the plural, and words in 
the male gender include the female gender. 

Abandoned Cat means a domesticated cat that an owner has forsaken entirely or neglected or 
refused to provide care and support. 

Animal Control Officer or A CO means any person employed or appointed by the County or a 
municipality who is authorized to investigate violations of laws and regulations concerning animals, and 
to issue citations in accordance with Illinois law and this Code. 

Department means the Cook County Department of Animal and Rabies Control. 

Domesticated cat means a cat that is socialized to humans and is appropriate as a companion for 

humans. 


EAID means an electronic animal identification device. 

Eartipping means straight-line cutting of the tip of the left ear of a cat while the cat is 
anesthetized. 

Feral Cat means a cat that (i) is bom in the wild or is the offspring of an owned or feral cat and is 
not socialized, (ii) is a formerly owned cat that has been abandoned and is no longer socialized, or (iii) 
lives on a farm. 

Feral Cat Caretaker means any person other than an owner who provides food, water or shelter 
to, or otherwise cares for, a feral cat. 

Feral Cat Colony means a group of cats that congregates, more or less, together as a unit. 
Although not every cat in a Colony may be feral, any nonferal cats that congregate with a colony shall be 
deemed to be a part of it. 

Feral Cat Colony Caretaker means any Feral Cat Caretaker who is approved by a Sponsor to care 
for a Feral Cat Colony. 

Micro-chip means, for the purpose of this Ordinance, to implant an EAID (electronic animal 
identification device) in an animal.

Nuisance, for purposes of this Ordinance, means conduct by stray or feral cats that disturb the 
peace. Stray or feral cats may create a nuisance by (a) habitually or continually howling, crying or 
screaming, or (b) habitually and significantly destroying, desecrating or soiling property against the 
wishes of the owner of the property. 

Owner means any person having a right of property in an animal or who keeps or harbors an 
animal, or who has it in his care, or acts as its custodian, or who knowingly permits an animal to remain 
on any premises occupied by him or her. "Owner" does not include a Feral Cat Colony Caretaker. 

Sponsor is any animal Humane Society that agrees to comply with the requirements of this 
Ordinance for Sponsors and provides written notice to the Department that it will serve as a Sponsor. 

Stray Cat means a cat that is regularly off the property of the owner, is not under the physical 
control and restraint of the owner, and is not regularly provided with food by its owner. 

TNR means Trap, Neuter and Return. 

TNR Program means a program pursuant to which feral and stray cats are trapped, neutered or 
spayed, micro-chipped, vaccinated against rabies, and returned to the location where they congregate, in 
accordance with this ordinance. 

Sec. 10-96. Responsibilities of owners of domesticated cats. 

(a) Owners of domesticated cats shall provide appropriate and adequate food, water and 
shelter for their cats. 


(b) The owner of a domesticated cat shall exercise reasonable care to guard against the cat 
creating a Nuisance. 


(c) Owners of domesticated cats shall not permit their cats to roam unsupervised off their 
property. 

(d) An owner shall not abandon a domesticated cat. 

Sec. 10-97. Feral Cat Colonies. 


(a) Feral Cat Colonies shall be permitted and Feral Cat Colony Caretakers shall be entitled to 
maintain and care for Feral Cats by providing food, water, shelter and other forms of sustenance, provided 
that the Feral Cat Colonies are registered with a Department approved Sponsor, as defined in Section 10- 
97(b), and that the Feral Cat Colony Caretaker takes all appropriate and available steps to meet the terms 
and conditions of this Ordinance. 


(b) Sponsorship of Colony TNR Programs. Any animal Humane Society that agrees to 
comply with the requirements of this Ordinance for Sponsors shall be eligible to act as a Sponsor. Any 
Humane Society intending to undertake the responsibilities of Sponsor shall so advise the Department in 
writing and provide its address and telephone number, and electronic mail address if applicable. 

(c) Sponsor Requirements. It shall be the duty of the Sponsor to: 
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1. Review and, in its discretion, approve of Feral Cat Colony Caretakers. 

2. Help to resolve any complaints over the conduct of a Feral Cat Colony Caretaker or of 
cats within a colony. 

3. Maintain records provided by Feral Cat Colony Caretakers on the size and location of the 
colonies as well as the vaccination, micro-chipping, and spay and neuter records of cats 
in the Sponsor’s colonies. 

4. Provide, at a minimum, written educational training for all Caretakers addressing uniform 
standards and procedures for colony maintenance. 

5. Report annually to the Department on the following: 

a. number and location by zip code of colonies for which it acts as a Sponsor in the 
County; 

b. total number of cats in each of its colonies; 

c. number of cats from its colonies micro-chipped, vaccinated, and spayed and 
neutered pursuant to the TNR program and number of cats and kittens from its 
colonies placed in permanent homes. 

6. Use due consideration to prevent Feral Cat Colonies from being maintained on lands 
managed for wildlife or other natural resources, such as but not limited to Nature 
Preserves, where the presence of a Feral Cat Colony is a proven threat, and to avoid the 
taking of rare, threatened or endangered species under the Illinois Endangered Species 
Protection Act; 

7. Provide any forms or other documentation necessary to allow Feral Cat Colony 
Caretakers to receive any public or private subsidies, medical care or other forms of 
assistance for their Feral Cat Colonies which may be available to them; 

8. Provide to the Department the location, by address, of Feral Cat Colonies where Feral Cat 
Colony Caretakers have regularly failed to comply with this Ordinance or where the 
Sponsor has been unable to resolve a nuisance behavior situation. 

(d) Feral Cat Colony Caretaker Responsibilities. In order to be an approved managed Feral 
Cat Colony Caretaker, said Caretakers shall be responsible for the following: 

1. Registering the colony with the Sponsor. 

2. Taking all appropriate and available steps to vaccinate the colony population for rabies, 
preferably with a three-year vaccine and to update the vaccinations as warranted and 
mandated by law. 

3. Taking all appropriate and available steps to have the colony population spayed or 
neutered by a licensed veterinarian. 
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4. Eartipping the left ear of a colony cat that has been vaccinated and spayed or neutered so 
that colony cats can be readily identified. 

5. Having an EAID inserted into each colony cat by a veterinarian in accordance with 
professional medical standards. The Sponsor and the Feral Cat Colony Caretaker shall be 
the named contacts for purposes of the EAID. 

6. Providing the Sponsor with descriptions of each cat in the colony and copies of 
documents demonstrating that the cats have been vaccinated, micro-chipped, and spayed 
or neutered. 

7. Providing food, water and, if feasible, shelter for colony cats. 

8. Obtaining proper medical attention for any colony cat that appears to require it. 

9. Observing the colony cats at least twice per week and keeping a record of any illness or 
unusual behavior noticed in any colony cat. 

10. Obtaining the written approval of the owner of any property, or any authorized 
representative of the owner, to which the Caretaker requires access to provide colony 
care. 

11. Taking all reasonable steps to (1) remove kittens from the colony after they have been 
weaned, (2) place the kittens in homes or foster homes for the purpose of subsequent 
permanent placement, and (3) capture and spay the mother cat. 

12. Reporting semi-annually in writing to the Sponsor on (1) the location of the colony, (2) 
the number and gender of all cats in the colony, (3) the number of cats that died or 
otherwise ceased being a part of the colony; (4) the number of kittens born to colony cats 
and their disposition, (5) the number of cats placed in animal shelters or in permanent 
homes as companion cats, (6) the number of cats vaccinated, (7) the number of cats 
micro-chipped, and (8) the number of cats spayed or neutered. 

(e) Withdrawal of Feral Cat Colony Caretaker or Sponsor. In the event that a Feral Cat 
Colony Caretaker is unable or unwilling to continue in that role, he or she shall notify his or her Sponsor. 
In the event a Sponsor is unable or unwilling to continue to perform its role, it shall so advise the 
Department. The Sponsor shall work with the Department to obtain a replacement Sponsor. If no new 
Sponsor is found within 30 days, the Sponsor shall notify the Department. 

(0 Disposition of Feral Cat Colony cats. 

1. An Animal Control Officer who has trapped a cat whose left ear has been tipped or which 
bears some other distinguishing mark, such as but not limited to a tattoo, indicating that it 
belongs to a Feral Cat Colony, shall scan the cat for an EAID. If an EAID is found, the 
Officer shall attempt to contact the Sponsor or Feral Cat Colony Caretaker. If an EAID is 
not found, the Officer shall take reasonable steps to notify a Sponsor of the description 
and sex of the cat, and if available, the address or location where the cat was trapped. 
The Sponsor shall then take all appropriate and available steps to identify the Feral Cat 
Colony Caretaker of this cat or a Feral Cat Colony Caretaker who will take responsibility 
for managing this cat. 
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2. If the Feral Cat Colony Caretaker is not able to immediately take custody of the cat, the 
Officer shall transport the cat to the Sponsoring Humane Society's Animal Shelter or 
nearest Animal Shelter. The Feral Cat Colony Caretaker shall be responsible for 
retrieving the cat from the Shelter within three (3) business days or advising the Shelter if 
he or she does not intend to retrieve the cat. 

3. The Department, its designee, or a licensed veterinarian, in accordance with Section 10- 
98, Ordinance Enforcement, shall be the only persons permitted to destroy a Feral Cat. 
No person may knowingly poison or cause to be poisoned, or cause the destruction by 
any other means, of a Feral Cat. In accordance with Section 10-8. Animal Care, 
Subsection (k), the only exception will be by written permit from the Illinois Department 
of Agriculture for the purpose of controlling diseases transmissible to humans or other 
animals and only when all other methods and means have been exhausted. Such a permit 
shall name a person or persons conducting the poisoning, specify the products to be used, 
give the boundaries of the area involved and specify the precautionary measures to be 
employed to insure the safety of humans and other animals. Any drugs used for the 
euthanasia shall be by or under the direction of a licensed veterinarian. 

Sec. 10-98. Ordinance Enforcement. 

(a) The Department or its designee, in order to encourage the stabilization of the Feral Cat 
population in Cook County, shall have the following rights: 

1. The right to trap in a humane manner and remove any cats that (1) have not been 
vaccinated against rabies or which are demonstrating signs of the disease, (2) are not 
spayed or neutered, (3) are not identifiable through an EAID as belonging to a Feral Cat 
Colony that has a Sponsor and a Feral Cat Colony Caretaker, or (4) for public health or 
public safety concerns. 

a. If no issue of public health or safety exists, or if any issues of public health and 
safety can be addressed by the removal and relocation of the cat to another area, a 
Sponsor can arrange to have the cat spayed or neutered, eartipped, and vaccinated 
against rabies by a licensed veterinarian, and have an EAID inserted. The 
Sponsor may then arrange for the cat to be adopted or placed in a Feral Cat 
Colony. 

b. If a Feral Cat is demonstrating signs of having rabies, or has an illness or injury 
that presents an imminent danger to the public health or safety, or to its own 
person, that cat shall be humanely destroyed. 

2. The right to direct that a Sponsor remove a Feral Cat that is creating a nuisance if the 
Sponsor has failed to adequately resolve the nuisance within 30 days after being given 
written notice thereof. In the event that the Department directs the Sponsor to remove the 
cat, the Sponsor shall have 30 days to do so. Failure of the Sponsor to remove the cat 
within said time period (or such longer time as the Department may specify) shall 
constitute grounds for the Department to remove the cat. 

(b) Animal Control Officers (“ACO") or police officers shall investigate any nuisance 
complaint allegedly caused by a Feral Cat. 
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1. In the event that an ACO or police officer finds that a Feral Cat or Feral Cat Colony has 
created a nuisance, the ACO or police officer shall advise the Department and Sponsor in 
writing of the nuisance. 

2. The Sponsor shall have the right to review the matter with the Administrator of the 
Department. If the Sponsor is not able to satisfy the Administrator that a nuisance is not 
occurring, the Sponsor shall have 30 days to comply with the Administrator’s direction 
with respect to correcting the nuisance. If the Sponsor fails to correct the nuisance, the 
Department shall have the right to remove the cat. 

(c) If a Sponsor fails to perform its responsibilities as defined in Section 10-97(c) of this 
Ordinance, the Department may notify the Sponsor that it must comply with the requirements of this 
Ordinance within 30 days. If the Sponsor fails to do so, the Department may remove this Sponsor from 
the list of Department approved Sponsors, and may reassign the Feral Cat Colonies from this Sponsor to 
another Sponsor. 

(d) If a Feral Cat Colony Caretaker regularly fails to comply with this Ordinance, the 
Sponsor may notify the Feral Cat Colony Caretaker that he or she has 30 days to make all reasonable 
efforts to fulfill the responsibilities defined in Section 10-97(d) of this Ordinance. If the Feral Cat Colony 
Caretaker fails to comply within that time period, the Sponsor may identify and obtain replacement Feral 
Cat Colony Caretakers for the Feral Cat Colonies of the non-compliant Feral Cat Colony Caretaker. If no 
other Feral Cat Colony Caretaker can be found within 30 days, the Sponsor shall notify the Department, 
and the Department may humanely remove all, or parts of, the Feral Cat Colonies and dispose of them in 
accordance with Section 10-98 of this Ordinance. 

(e) Feral Cats who were spayed or neutered and vaccinated for rabies prior to the date on 
which this Ordinance became effective, but did not have an EAID inserted or were marked as Feral by 
some indication other than a left eartip, such as but not limited to a tattoo, shall be deemed to be in 
compliance with this Ordinance, if all other requirements in Section 10-97(d) are being met by their Feral 
Cat Colony Caretaker. Feral Cat Colony Caretakers shall take all appropriate and available steps to bring 
these cats into compliance with the provisions of this ordinance within three years of its enactment, or 
upon revaccination of the cats for rabies, whichever comes first. 

Sec. 10-99. Effective Date. 

This Ordinance shall become effective thirty days after adoption.

WHEREAS, the Bureau of Health Services is experiencing extreme challenges due to decreased federal 
funding and Medicare reimbursements as well as rising healthcare costs; and 

WHEREAS, burgeoning immigration and an increasing uninsured or underinsured population is also 
putting increased demands on the County’s healthcare system; and 

WHEREAS, in recognition of counties and hospitals nationwide experiencing the same challenges the 
National Association of Counties established a County Hospital Task Force to study the problems and 
best practices; and 

WHEREAS, nationwide there is an emerging trend of counties establishing independent bodies to govern 
their hospitals and meet these challenges; and 

WHEREAS, many point to Parkland Hospital in Dallas, Texas as a model for hospital governance 
utilizing a separate management entity in lieu of the Dallas County Board; and 

WHEREAS, counties with independent governing bodies for their healthcare institutions include: Dallas 
County, Texas; Maricopa County, Arizona; Ramsey and Hennepin Counties in Minnesota; and Fulton and 
DeKalb Counties in Georgia; and 
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WHEREAS, the independent governing bodies of the aforementioned counties are each different in their 
approach but all utilize industry professionals in an established 501C 3 to guide their healthcare systems. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that Cook County will establish a Bureau of Health 
Services Governance Taskforce, to be appointed immediately by the Cook County Board President, to 
study the merits of an independent governance body for the Cook County Bureau of Health Services and 
review the different types of governance boards other counties utilize; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Bureau of Health Services Governance Taskforce shall report 
to the President and Board of Commissioners their findings and recommendations by January 15, 2008. 

Approved and adopted this 16th day of October 2007.
